An Unbecoming Public Utterance. 


Sunday was a great day at Provincelown, Mass., the occa- 


sion belli? ceremonies in connection with the celebration of 
the tercentenary of the landing of the Pilgrims. 
1 here was a 


parade representing Pilgrims and their families going to churcli 
as they did in the days when the Indians were a menace, and 
the day's program included addresses and other features of 
great interest to the community and the large number of 
visitors present. 


But one of the features was.an address to which some peo- 


ple will be apt to take objection. This was delivered in the 
evening by Rev. Dr. Charles A. Eaton of New York, whose 
subject was ''The Real America." 


To judge from the published reports of his address, Dr. 


Eaton is among those who fear for the safely of the nation 
because of the great immigration from other parts ot the 
world. He spoke with great appreciation of Ihe Pilgrims and 
their work in the early days, of their ideals and the principles 
they had come to implant and uphold. He spoke of the Anglo- 
Saxon race as one Ilia! has always stood for freedom, and re- 
viewed the expansion of Ihe couiilry during (be (irsl 200 years, 
when the Anglo-Saxon spirit prevailed. 
After saying that 


"For 200 years after Hie landing of the Pilgrims •(his nation 
developed as an Anglo-Saxon nation," he continued: 


"The fundamental issue for America is this: Shall we con- 


tinue to develop our nation in accordance with Ihe ideals of 
the. first two centuries, or shall we surrender to the incoherent, 
polyglot, mongrel forces which have swept like a spring 
freshet over our civilization within the last 100 years? The 
fundamental struggle is between the Iwo centuries of Anglo- 
Saxon domination and the century of polyglot immigration 
from every corner and couiilry in the world."

order, and it will undoubtedly be .so regarded by [he great ma- 
jority of good Americans, men and women who are as deeply 
concerned in the welfare of the country as Dr. E-alon is.

to ill! coiners who we're .willing to share the hardships and 
anxious to enjoy the benelils of its development. Thai policy 
wascontinued with excellent results, and it is only within re- 
cent years that (he cry of danger has been raised because of an 
immigration that has grown with the development of trans- 
portation and the increasing speed and volume of all activities. 


, In spite of all that may be said to the contrary the fact re- 
mains'lliat, as Ibis paper has ninny times slated, the 
majority of immigrants are well'meaning people who come 
here to belter Iheir condition, and most of whom make good 
citizens; To speak of (hem as an "incoherent, polyglot and 
mongrel force" controlled by "designing demagogues of Rus- 
sia," is ungracious, to say the least, and ill-becoming to any 
man who professes to exemplify Ihe gospel of charily and 
brotherly love. 


The work of "Americanization," about which so much is 


heard at present,-will not bfe advanced by efl'orls of Ihis char- 
acter.
